School Again 


All over the country, in schools of all 
kinds and for all ages, students are set- 
tling down to the routine of their classes. 

The purposes are var- 
ied and many for 
those who are older 
m and are going to in- 
@e stitutions of higher 
learning and _ to 
schools giving special- 
ized training. But 
learning is the basis 
for all school atten- 
dance whether with 
relish or with reluctance, and whether 
for the fulfillment of ambitions or for 
the appeasement of hopeful parents. 

These are also busy days for our 
District school, Glad Tidings Bible 
Institute. The building is fairly strain- 
ing with the large number who have 
come to school, and even the newly 
acquired overflow-building, on Van 
Ness Avenue near Geary Street, is fill- 
ed. Besides these quarters, apartments 
in the vicinity of G. T. B. I. are hous- 
ing not a few of the student body. As 
married couples have been able to 
secure apartments within walking dis- 
tance, they have done so; and some 
with cars come from greater distances. 
Students have arrived from South 
America and from Alaska, from the 
East Coast and from the Midwest; but 
most of them are western young people. 
There are three pastors’ families with 
three members in the school: And there 
are a number of instances where there 
are two from a family enrolled. Count- 
ing the married couples and the in-law 
connections, there are other families 
with a representation of three. 

It won't be many weeks before the 
schoolful of unacquainted young folk, 
the upperclassmen strange now too to 
the newcomers, will be a happy family, 
a very large one, to be sure. After days 
together, of prayer and of blessing to- 
gether, and of being together in school 
activities, there will come a bond of 
fellowship that welds into friendships 
and mutual interests. Out of it can 
come a moral and spiritual strength that 
will be molded into young lives that, 
added to training and Christian pur- 
pose, can produce able and_ willing 
workers in the cause of our Christ. 

Of course, school is not all pleasure; 
no school is. If it were it could actually 
be a misfortune, for life is not all 
pleasure. Of what good is any school 
if it does not teach, along with the 
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skill it imparts, an ability to live and 
to use the skill? It is well to be accom- 
plished, but one is poorly equipped 
who does not know how to live with his 
accomplishment. 

There are tens of thousands in schools 
and many hundreds in our Bible schools, 
but they are not the only ones who will 
be learning. The Christian is called a 
disciple in the Word of God. A disciple 
is a learner. “Take my yoke upon you 
and learn of me,” said Jesus. One would 
hesitate to conjecture when graduation 
from that school can be attained. “Ever 
learning, and never able to come to the 


- knowledge of the truth,” said the Apos- 


tle Paul of some (2 Tim. 3:5). In any 
phase of life, there are things to be 
learned. The man who will not learn by 
instruction or by the trial and error me- 
thod is on the way to being declared in- 
competent. If a man has no desire for 
learning or if he thinks he has learned it 
all, he is through learning. The same is 
true of learning in spiritual matters. 
If we think we know all there is to 
know, we know all we will know, all 
we can know. If we learn of Him 
through His Word, and by the min- 
istry of His Spirit as He guides into 
all truth, we are disciples indeed. 
Students in the school of life should 
learn how to live as well as how 
to make a living, and learning how to 
live is an art too few accomplish. Learn- 
ing how to live in Christ is greater learn- 
ing; it is for now and it is for all eternity. 
“Whether there be knowledge, it shall 
vanish away,” says the Apostle. When 
that day comes it will be when living 
shall be at its best and man shall not 
only know how to live but shall then be 
living in the fullness of His presence 
forevermore. — M.M.

doesn’t work unless you do. 
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Almost every heresy that has been 
conceived and propagated has found a 
following, and when having been suc- 
cessfully refuted, and having disappear- 


ed for a while, has reappeared again in 
the same form, or in some new and more 
attractive form, in order, if possible, to 
deceive the very elect. Satan has vari- 
ous ways of waging war against the 
cause of God. He wages his war from 
without, and from within. And it can be 
safely said that the war that is waged 
from within is the more effective. The 
best way to combat error is with truth, 
and, on the other hand, as the devil well 
knows, the best way to combat truth, 
if one be set to do such an unholy task, 
is with error. It is folly, as the history 
ot humanity plainly shows, to endeavor 
to crush truth with the sword, or by 
the power of the state, and it is just as 
great folly to thus try to crush error. 
The light is the most effective adversary 
of darkness and is the only thing that 
can succeed in chasing it away, and 
truth is the only weapon that can be 
used successfully against truth. 

Our Lord said, as He looked into the 
face of the Father just a few brief hours 
before He went to the cross to pay the 
penalty of the world’s sin, “Thy Word is 
truth” (John 17:17). And Paul tells us 
that the effective weapon that is need- 
ed to combat the evil agencies of the 
adversary, “the angelic Rulers, the an- 
gelic Authorities, the potentates of the 
dark present, the spirit-forces of evil in 
the heavenly sphere” (Moffatt), is “the 
sword of the Spirit, which is the word 
of God” (Eph. 6:17). Blessed indeed 
is that man who knows how to wield 
it! The devil tries to wrest it from the 
grasp of the saint, and make use of it 
against the man from whose hand he 
has wrested it. That is evident from 
the account that has been afforded us 
of the temptation of our Lord. Jesus 
quoted Scripture, and the devil quoted 
Scripture also. But Jesus had what the 
devil did not have: the shield of faith 
as well as the sword of the Spirit, and 
with that shield of faith He was able to 
quench all the fiery darts that were 
launched against Him. 

The story of the temptation is an il- 
lustration of the fact that Satan makes 
use of the Bible in his effort to combat 
and overthrow the truth of God. We 
‘see how important it is that we be 
versed in the Word of God; otherwise 
we may not be able to meet Scripture 
with Scripture, if Scripture is made use 
of to propagate error. The Psalmist 
said, “Thy Word have I hid in mine 
heart, that I might not sin against 
Mhee (psalm, L19:11)) Hey was evi: 
dently always ready when the enemy 
assailed him to take that Word out 
from the place where he had hidden

it, and use it to defend himself, and 
put the adversary to flight. 

Some men are known, and are grate- 
fully remembered by succeeding gener- 
ations, and benefactors of humanity, 
because they have fearlessly and faith- 
fully proclaimed the truth, and have 
been willing to die for it; and others 
have been known and remembered be- 
cause they were the advocates of error, 
and sowed tares among the wheat. 
Wherever tares are found among the 
wheat it is because somebody has sowed 


the seed. God makes use of men, and . 


the devil makes use of men. The men 
God uses, and puts His stamp of ap- 
roval on, sow the Word, and while 
all the seed does not fall upon good 
ground, some of it does, and it brings 
forth fruit. See Matt. 13:23. 


Praxeas was a heretic of the latter 
part of the second century. His her- 
esy appears to have been an outgrowth 
of that heresy that was already in evi- 
dence in the time of John, and that John 
characterized as a failure to abide in 
what he calls “the doctrine of Christ.” 
He wrote, “Whosover transgresseth, and 
abideth not in the doctrine of Christ, 
hath not God. He that abideth in the 
doctrine of Christ, he hath both the 
Father and the Son” (2 John 9). Praxeas 
believed and taught that there is no 
distinction of persons in the Godhead, 
that the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Spirit, are identical; in other words, that 
the Father is the Son, and the Son is 
the Father, and that the Holy Ghost is 
the Father and the Son, and that both 
the Father and the Son, being One Per- 
son, and not Two Persons, are identica! 
in personality with the Holy Spirit whom 
we regard as the third Person of the 
Trinity. His heresy consisted, it will 
be seen, in a denial of the doctrine of 
the Trinity. But he was not a Unitar- 
ian in the sense in which the term Uni- 
tarian is understood today. The modern 
Unitarian denies the diety of Jesus. 
Praxeas admitted and taught it, but he 
contended that Jesus was the Father, 
and that when Jesus died upon the cross 
the Father died. In other words, he 
taught that it was the Father that came 
down from heaven, and was conceived 
by His own power in the womb of the 
Virgin, to be born as a Child, and to live 
among men, and to then die and rise 
from the dead. He furthermore taught 
that the Lord Jesus is seated in heaven at 
His own right hand, and he does not ap- 
pear to have had any appreciation what- 
soever of the absurdity of the position 
he had been logically forced into by his 


own misinterpretation of certain pas- 
sages of Scripture that would not have 
caused him to stumble if he had care- 
fully compared them with other pas- 
sages as he should have done. 


His error was denounced, and ex- 
posed, and he himself was led to re- 
tract his views, and in Tertullian’s day 
there was a document Praxeas had writ- 
ten, and signed, in which he renounced 
all his errors, admitting that his teach- 
ing had been heresy. Some say that he 
afterwards retracted his retraction, and 
again propagated his error. But I find 
no evidence of this fact in the writings 
of the fathers. Tertullian tells us that 
Praxeas “resumed his old faith,” by 
which he means the true faith, that faith 
which acknowledges and teaches the 
doctrine of the Trinity, Father, Son and 
Holy Spirit, Three Persons in the God- 
head, and that he taught it “after his 
renunciation of error.” And then fol- 
lows in Tertullian’s treatise on the sub- 
ject that significant passage: “But the 
tares of Praxeas had been everywhere 
shaken out of their seed, which having 
laid hid for some while, with its vital- 
ity concealed under a mask, has now 
broken out with fresh life. But again 
shall it be rooted up, if the Lord will, 
even now; but if not now, in the day 
when all bundles of tares shall be gath- 
ered together, and along with every 
other stumbling-block shall be burnt up 
with unquenchable fire.” 

Montanus, Prisca, and Maximilla were 
individuals who appear to have had pro- 
phetic gifts such as the Holy Spirit, at 
the beginning, had designed should be 
the possession of the church all the way 
down through the church age, and these 
prophetic gifts had been acknowledg- 
ed by the Bishop of Rome, who, at that 
time, was not called the Pope, but who 
was supposed to have greater authority 
than any Bishop in the church. Prax- 
eas, it appears, not only denied the doc- 
trine of the Trinity, but he denied also 
the continuance in the church of the 
prophetic gifts that had been bestowed 
at the beginning, and he used his in- 
fluence at Rome in getting the Bishop 
of Rome to recall his endorsement of 
the prophetic gifts. This is what Ter- 
tullian says concerning the matter: “For 
after the Bishop of Rome had acknowl- 
edged the prophetic gifts of Montanus, 
Prisca, and Maximilla, and, in conse- 
quence of the acknowledgement, had 
bestowed his peace on the churches of 
Phrygia, he, (by whom he means Prax- 
eas) by importunately urging false ac- 
cusations against the prophets them- 
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selves and their churches, and _insist- 
ing on the authority of the bishop's pred- 
ecessors in the see, compelled him to 
recall the specific letter which he had 
issued, as well as to desist from his pur- 
pose of acknowledging the said gifts. 
By this Praxeas did a twofold service 
for the devil at Rome: he drove away 
Piepaery, and he brought in heresy; 
ne put to flight the Paraclete, and he 
crucified the Father.” 

I should like to have my readers ap- 
preciate the full significance of the 
above quotation. It sheds a lot of light 
on the conditions that obtained in the 
church about the close of the second 
century. The Bishop of Rome was 
eat the most prominent of the 

ishops, but he was not yet supreme. 
He was evidently a man who believed 
in prophetic gifts, and he had endorsed 
the gifts that appeared to be in evi- 
dence. However, some of his prede- 
cessors appear to have denounced those 
gifts, perhaps saying what is said in 
many circles today, that the gifts were 
designed to be temporary, and that 
they had ceased. Praxeas was opposed 
to the gifts, and in Rome he used his 
influence, which seems to have been 
considerable, to persuade the Bishop 
there to recall his endorsement of them. 
Tertullian was an outstanding preacher 
of the day, one of the greatest among 
the preachers and writers of that par- 
ticular time, and he did not hesitate 
to,speak fearlessly and faithfully against 
what the Bishop of Rome had done. 
Let us not forget that this was not after 
the reformation, but that it was a long 
time before there was felt any particu- 
lar need for a reformation in the church. 
The church was not so far gone as in 
subsequent centuries. 

Lest some of my readers, being ac- 
quainted with church history, and with 
what the church historians have had to 
say, may regard the Bishop of Rome as 
having done the right thing when he 
withdrew his endorsement of the pro- 
phetic gifts of Montanus, and his asso- 
ciates, I think I should transcribe here 
~a few lines from the Journal of John 
Wesley: 

“Wed. 15. By retlecting on an odd 
book which I had read in this journey, 
‘The General Delusion of Christians 
with regard to Prophecy, I was fully 
convinced of what I had long suspect- 
ed: 1. That the Montanists, in the sec- 
ond and third centuries, were real scrip- 
tural Christians; and, 2. That the grand 
reason why the miraculous gifts were 
so soon withdrawn, was not only that 
faith and holiness were well nigh lost, 
but that dry, formal, orthodox men be- 
gan even then to ridicule whatever 
gifts they had not themselves, and to 
decry them all as either madness or im- 
posture” (The Journal of the Rev. John 
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Wesley, vol. 2, p. 169). 

There was an outpouring of Spirit 
in London about the year 1825, under 
the ministry of the eloquent and deep- 
ly spiritual minister, Edward Irving, 
who was greatly admired by Thomas 
Carlyle and who had in the earlier 
years of his ministry been an associate 
in Scotland of the noted Thomas Chal- 
mers; and at the time of that outpour- 
ing many of the gifts of the Spirit were 
in evidence, such as tongues and inter- 
pretation, prophecy, and the gifts of 
healing; and church historians who have 
written concerning the revival have been 
almost a unit in classing it among the 
fanatical outbursts of unrestrained en- 
thusiasm which, we are told, have char- 
acterized the history of the church all 


the way down through the centuries 


since the beginning. But many who 
have made a detailed study of the sub- 
ject are convinced these historians have

In the meantime it may 
be said that in answering Praxeas we | 
shall be answering some in the Pente-— 
costal fold today who entertain views 
similar to the views Praxeas entertained — 
and propagated in his day. |

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The Story Of Creation

“In the beginning God created the » 


heaven and the earth.” Long, long ago, 
longer perhaps than any can guess or 
count, God decided to create something 
and to make it livable for creatures of 
different kinds. To create means to 
bring out or, to make something out of 
nothing. No one can do that but God 
alone. He is all-powerful. 

We have no idea what things were 
like at that time, and we have no way 
of finding out. It is not important, how- 
ever, to know what God, has seen best 
not to tell us. But we know that God 
created the worlds from nothing, be- 
cause the Bible tells us so. The Bible 
gives us hints to let us know what the 
conditions were upon this earth before 
destruction came upon it because of 
sin. 

Precious metals are found on_ this 
earth in abundance: gold, silver, cop- 
per, iron, and many other kinds. There 
are also found diamonds that shimmer 
in the sun, as well as other kinds of 
precious stones in various parts of the 
earth. These metals and precious stones 
are not found upon the surface of the 
earth alone. Some are found lying on 
the face of the earth, and gold rushes 
have taken place because of them. But 
most of them are found buried deeply 
in the heart of the earth from whence 
they have to be dug by hard labor before 
man can use them.

How did 
these metals and precious stones come 
to be here and to be scattered about on 
the earth in different positions instead 
of all in order and in one place? What 
would happen if you were carrying a 
basket full of apples and you suddenly 
stumbled over something and the basket 
was emptied of its contents? Would the 
apples remain all in one pile or would 
they scatter helter-skelter? 

There is evidence in the Bible that 
when God created the earth He deco- 
rated it with all the beautiful and prec- 
ious metals so that it sparkled in the 
light of the sun. How long the earth 
remained in this state we are not told. 
It must have been dazzingly beautiful, 
and those who lived upon it must have 
enjoyed it. Just imagine walking out 
into the street and stooping down to pick 
up a stone and find it glittering in the 
light of the sun. 

Then something happened to change 
all this. The Bible indicates that a great 
catastrophe befell this earth. What was

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the cause of this awful judgment? There 
is evidence in the Bible that a race of be- 
ings lived here with a very beautiful 
creature for their leader. This was, of 
course, long before Adam was created. 
This creature was very wise and had a 
great army of angels who followed and 
served him. He was nearer to the throne 
of God than any other. He was hand- 
some and mighty. None could compare 
with him. One day as he looked upon 
himself and saw what he was and that 
he was great and able, he wished to 
overthrow God, to take His throne, and 
rule in His stead. His folly and sin was 
pride and ignorance of God’s wisdom. 
His angels also did approve his plan. But 
there is not one thought in our hearts 
but what God sees it and He knows what 
we think. You had better be careful 
what you think. 


And God saw the thought of Lucifer, 
for that was his name, and knew his plans 
before he ever devised them. He called 
this Lucifer before Him and judged him 
unworthy to stand before the throne, 
and then cast out from His pres- 
ence as an enemy, together with all 
those angels who followed him.

Meanwhile, he had _ lost 
track of his campus crony, or perhaps 
would have sought him out and given 
him a verbal lashing for the failure that 
seemed more and more related to his 
departure from his father’s faith. At last 
he grew so tired of theatrical work that, 
typical of the prodigal, he decided to 
go home to his father. It was back in the 
days of the stagecoach, which made it 
necessary to stop overnight ina country 
inn. Glad though he was to be going 
home, he didn’t sleep well that night, for 
someone across the hall was in great 
agony. Upon inquiring he learned that 
an atheist lay dying, crying out his des- 
pair as he faced eternity fearful and 
without hope. 

Shortly before morning the atheist 
died. But before he was removed from 
the inn, the young traveler discovered 
that the atheist who died in such agony 
was his own college chum who had 
once had so arrogantly disputed the 
teachings of the Bible.

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General Presbyters Meet 


by R. J. Thurmond 


Brothers Gaston, Keys, E. Persing, and 
I arrived in Springfield in time for the 
closing session of the Radio Seminar. 
We enjoyed hearing the address of the 
national director of the Lutheran Hour. 
It was interesting to hear the success 
and “tar-reaching effect of their work 
and of the challenge of radio work for 
Christ. 

After the opening devotions of the 
General Presbyter’s meeting the General 
Superintendent, Brother E. S. Williams, 
read his report in which he presented 
four recommendations. It was voted 
later, after committee consideration, that 
they be presented to the next General 
Council meeting. In substance, they are: 
(1) That the bylaws be changed so 
that the elected resident executives shall 
constitute the Executive Presbytery. In 
all matters affecting the general fellow- 
ship, they could communicate with the 
members of the General Presbytery be- 
fore final action. (2) That there be ap- 
pointed at the session of the General 
Presbyters between General Councils, 
a committee to investigate and recom- 
mend to the General Presbytery per- 
sons the committee believes to be quali- 
fied for the offices of Foreign Mission 
Secretary and of General Treasurer. The 
nominees approved by the General Pres- 
bytery would then be placed before the 
General Council for election. (8) That 
instead of a Committee of Education to 
work with the Education Secretary and 
to serve for two years or until successors 
are appointed, special committees be 
appointed as needs arise and that they 
automatically be dissolved when their 
work is finished. (4) That instead of 
the Home Missions Committee having 
five nonsalaried sectional representatives 
from the Northwest, Central, Northwest, 
Southeast, and Southwest, the District 
Superintendents serve as the sectional 
representatives. The matter of greatest 
interest on Brother Williams’ report was 
his declaration that he will not be a 
candidate for re-election at the next 
General Council session. He made this 
announcement that careful and prayer- 
ful consideration may be given to the 
matter of his successor. At the time of 
the next General Council, Brother Wil- 
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liams will have served as General Super- 
intendent for 20 years. 

Brother J. R. Flower, the General 
Secretary, gave a comprehensive report 
of the meetings of the Executive Presby- 
tery and of the committees that had met 


during the year, as well as of the con- 


ferences which he had attended. The 
General Treasurer, Brother Wilfred A. 
Brown, gave a good report of the finan- 
ces of the many departments. It was 
seen that he is capably handling his 
work. 

Brother Noel Perkin, Foreign Missions 
Secretary, gave an interesting report 
of world needs and conditions. Though 
more money came in this year than came 
in last year, it did not go so far because 
of higher costs of operating overhead, 
missionary living costs, travel costs, and 
other expenses. Missionary giving for 
the year was over $1,900,000, just a little 
under two million dollars. The first 
missionary flight of the big plane, The 
Ambassador, to Africa, covering over 
19,000 miles, taking missionaries over 
and bringing some back, was done at a 
saving of over $5000, if usual transporta- 
tion had been used for all each way. The 
plane was dedicated on Sunday after- 
noon by all the General Presbyters, and 
then several flights were made to take 
everyone up for a ride over Springfield 
and the surrounding country. A second 
plane of the same type, C-46, is now 
being worked over and will be put into 
service. These planes were purchased 
for $5000 each from war surplus with 
Speed-the-Light funds, given by the 
Get A¥s? 

Brother Fred Vogler, Secretary of the 
Home Missions Department, had a fine 
report to show for the work in Alaska, 
for the expanding work among the 
American Indians, and for the develop- 
ment of the work of the Christian Deaf 
Fellowship, which is reaching hundreds 
of children in State schools for the deaf. 
Brother ]. W. Stallings, Jr., of Norfolk, 
Virginia, has been appointed superin- 
tendent of this work. A class has been 
started at C. B. I. to teach the sign 
language to those who have a burden for 
this kind of work. The Krause Founda- 
tion Fund is handled by the Home Mis- 
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sions Department and many thousands 
of dollars have been given out in loans _ 
to needy home missions fields. Brother 
Vogler introduced a five-year plan (if ff 
Jesus tarries) to double the number of 
churches and membership. This will be 
published in the Evangel. 


A design for a road sign of baked 
enamel to be used nationally was sub-— 
mitted by Brother Hondricks of the 
Sunday School Department. The de-— 
partment was authorized to negotiate | 
for these in large quantities and to in- 
form the fellowship further about them. - 
It was felt that all the assemblies would 
want to have these attractive signs to 
place on the highways coming into their 
cities. 

Brother J. Z. Kamerer, manager of © 
the Gospel Publishing House, reported 
on the progress of the new building for 
the printing plant. It is expected to be 
in use by next July. Prices have risen so 
much that this unit will cost around — 
$1,000,000 instead of the $600,000 as 
originally planned. To complete the en- 
tire new Gospel Publishing House and 
Administration Building, the cost will 
run to nearly two million dollars. The 
matter was left in the hands of the Exec- . 
utive Presbytery to proceed as it is felt 
under the present conditions and with a 
view to completing the whole building 
program if proper financial arrangements 
can be made. 

After the report of Brother Ralph M. 
Riggs, Educational Secretary, and dis- 
cussion on the value of a higher educa- 
tional program, it was voted to work 
toward accreditation for all of our 
schools this fall when the association 
meets. 


Brother Thomas Zimmerman, radio 
director, gave an interesting report of 
“Sermons in Song” and the new chil- 
dren’s program, “The Rocket Ship,” 
which is being very favorably received. 
The deficit, $20,000, this year is about 
half of what it was last ‘year. 

Brother G. F. Lewis, director of pub- 
lications, enlightened us with regard to 
the production of Sunday schol litera- 
ture. Though some have thought that 
outside influence has been brought to 
bear, our adult literature is stil] largely 
the work of Brother Myer Pearlman. 

It was approved that the profits of the 
Gospel Publishing House be distributed 
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so that $100,000 shall go toward financ- 
ing the new building, $20,000 to the 
radio program, $10,000 to the C. A. 
Department, $6,000 to the F oreign Mis- 
sions Department, and $14,000 to the 
Home Missions Department. A vote of 
confidence was given the brethren at 
headquarters, together with commenda- 
tion for their economy and manage- 
ment. 

Brother Noel Perkin and Brother W. 
R. Steelberg were appointed to be re- 
presentatives to the Paris conference of 
the International Pentecostal Fellow- 
ship, which convenes next May. Brother 
Perkin and Brother G. F. Lewis were 
appointed to go to India to meet with the 
brethren at a conference on their nation- 
al crisis. Brother E. S. Williams was 
granted a three-months leave of absence 
to go to Australia for a Christmas-time 
camp meeting. It was also advised that 
he attend the Paris conference if 
possible. A move for closer fellowship 
and co-operation with other Pentecostal 
groups was approved. Many of the 
brethren signified their intention to at- 
tend the coming Inter-Pentecostal Fel- 
lowship constitutional convention to be 
held in Des Moines, lowa, October 26 to 
28. 

Because the support coming in for 
the general office is around $20,000 less 
than is needed, it was voted that each 
District Secretary, before each District 
Council, send to the General Treasurer 
for a list showing the co-operation of 
the ministers in General Council support,

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and it was voted to recommend that the 
ordained ministers of each District send 
in $10 extra to help to meet the present 
deficit and to provide extra funds for 
working capital. The committee appoint- 
ed to study the financial policy of the 
Foreign Missions Department reported 
their approval, which, in turn was ac- 
cepted by the presbytery. 

The next General Council meeting 
will be September 8 to 15 in Seattle, 
Washington. 

It is impossible to go into detail in 
this account, but these are the high 
lights of the results of the meetings. We 
were thankful it was not too warm in 
Springfield. A good spirit of fellowship 
pervaded all the meetings, and it was 
the sincere desire of all to see the work 
of our great fellowship advance under 
God in the power of the Holy Spirit. 


Partnership in Preaching

We appreciate so much the use of the 
car that was provided for us by the 
Speed-the-Light offerings of our fellow 
Christ's Ambassadors in our home Dis- 
trict. Without it we would have been at 
a tremendous disadvantage in attempting 
to visit and minister to the various 
churches. We are able to take our public 
address system and also to bring with us 
native workers to assist in the services. 
The other night we were 15 in the car 
coming home from one service. 

After getting a little settled here in the 
land of the Salvadoreneans, we are real- 
izing the great field that is white for 
harvest. Although the Assemblies of God 
is the largest Protestant movement in 
the country, we have only 3000 believers 
out of a population of 2,000,000.

The Labourer Is Worthy 


by Orville Painter 


(Luke 10:7) 

“If the gospel of Jesus Christ is the 
hope of the world—and it is; if the 
church is the divinely appointed agen- 
cy for the spreading of the gospel—and 
it is; if the church school is the re- 
cruiting station and training camp of 
the church—and it is; then the church 
school is the hope of the world.” Quoted 
from the book Christian Education and 
the Local Church by James DeForest 
Murch. At the first glance these words 
from this Christian educator seem to 
be far fetched, but under closer scru- 
tiny in the light of the holy Scriptures 
they bear a message that is laden with 
truth emphasized in modern speech. 
If the words of Jesus Christ, “Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations” mean 
anything to us, then they are most cer- 
tainly descriptive of the church in ac- 
tion. If our Sunday school department 
absorbs the bulk of our teaching, then 
our Sunday school department is the 
church in action in the teaching minis- 
try. Then if the Sunday school depart- 
ment absorbs a great part of our teach- 
ing ministry and is found to be in ac- 
tion there, then this department is in 
demand of an able and energetic lead- 
er, which we do have in the Northern 
California and Nevada District. 

Now then that this office is in de- 
mand and we do have it, I believe that 
which demands it will support the of- 
fice. I have pastored several church- 
es, and in each instance when taking a 
new charge I have always found that 
the Sunday school men of the district 
had the ability, with the grace of God, 
to put new life in the Sunday school 
department of the church. In order 
to appreciate the office properly I have 
supported it with the tithe of the Sun- 
day school offerings of the local 
church. I have yet to see the Sunday 
school offerings fail to grow after we 
began to tithe of the offerings of that 
department. I was called to pastor the 
Assemblies of God Paleetacle in one 


city where the Sunday school income 
was running from three to four dollars 
each week. When I suggested that we 
tithe of the Sunday school offerings, 
the superintendent was very much for 
it; so the tithe of thé local Sunday 
school offerings was sent into the dis- 
trict office for the support of its Sun- 
day school department. The attention 
of the entire school was drawn to the 
register, not alone to see whether we 
had gained in numbers, but to see 
whether the Sunday school income was 
climbing or not. And, sure enough, 
to the joy of all, the income began to 
show a welcome increase not only in 
offering but also in attendance. 


On my accepting the pastoral charge 
at Delhi, I suggested the scriptural 
idea of the tithe of our Sunday school 
department income. In view of the 
fact that our District presbytery had 
created a Sunday school office for the 
promotion of Sunday school work in 
the Northern California and Nevada 
district, we decided that we would tithe 
to that office.

Charles A. Lindbergh urged a spirit- 
ual revival across America to combat 
science “which is destroying the very 
civilization which created it.” 

In a book, Of Flight and Life being 
published now, the one-time “Lone 
Eagle” and World War II test pilot 
and aeronautical consultant, says that 
the United States is the only western 
nation which still has “great strength” 
and it should now be branded on our 
consciousness that unless science is 
controlled by a greater moral force, it 
will become the anti-Christ prophe- 
sied by early Christians.” 

“Security from the atom bomb,” he 
said, “is the greatest peacetime objec- 
tive.” 

Asserting that he grew up a disciple 
of science and felt it was “more import- 
ant than either man or God.” Lindbergh 
said he now understands “spiritual 
truth is more essential to a nation than 
the mortar in its cities’ walls.” 

“We are in the grip of a scientific 
materialism,” he said, “caught in a vi- 
cious cycle where our security today 
seems to depend on regimentation and 
weapons which will ruin us tomorrow.” 
Alcoholics Need More Than Jail 

In a recent interview over Station 
KFBK in Sacramento, Burdette Dan- 
iels, chairman of Governor Warren’s 
commission on adult corrections and 
release procedures, stated that “alco- 
holics are sick people who cannot help 
but drink,” and they should be treated 
for their physical and emotional ail- 
ments following arrest. The commis- 
sion is working with public officials of 
Alameda and San Francisco Counties 
to set up a “pilot clinic” and devise the 
proper treatment program for alcohol- 
ics.

Gideons To Purchase Bibles 

For New Army 

The purchase of 500,000 Bibles to 
supply the new peace-time army was 
authorized at the 49th Annual Conven- 
tion of the Gideons in San Francisco 
in July. 

More than 1,000 delegates and visit- 
ors from 32 states and Canada attend- 
ed the five-day session. 

Since its founding in 1898, it was 
disclosed, the organization has distrib- 
uted 2,809,397 Bibles throughout the 
U. S.; 3,376,328 youth Testaments; and 
9,678,984 military Testaments. Five 
million more Testaments have been or- 
dered for distribution to youths. 

To Mobilize Industry 

Not only will able young men and 
able young women be drafted for mili- 
tary service, in the event of World 
War III, but all American industry will 
be mobilized. In a report to the U. S. 
Senate on April 23, 1948, the War In- 
vestigation Committee recommended 
that an industrial mobilization plan be 
drawn up now to include universal ser- 
vice. In other words, every citizen 
will be assigned to a war job. The 
trend is definitely toward regimenta- 
tion. The stage is being set for the 
World State of the Antichrist, when a 
single ruler will have power over ev- 
ery individual, as foretold in Revela- 
tion 18. 


The End Of The World 

When the atom bomb = shattered 
Hiroshima it reopened the haunting 
question of annihilation. But even be- 
fore physicists developed the atom 
bomb, astronomers knew of greater, if 
less immediate, threats to world safety. 

In the opinion of experts, these are 
some of the catastrophes which may 
some day plunge the earth into chaos: 

REVOLT OF THE SUN: Accord- 
ing to astronomers, internal disturbanc- 
es may suddenly cause the sun to ex- 
pand to as much as three times its 
normal size. The resulting increase in 
heat would then raise the temperature 
of the earth to about that of melting 
lead. 

BATTLE OF GRAVITY: The stars 
travel at such tremendous speeds and 
in so many different directions that 
some day one might enter our solar 
system. Such a possibility of a white 
dwarf star coming dangerously near the 
earth would cause chaos. The gravita- 
tional force of white dwarf stars is so 
much greater than our own that peo- 
ple, buildings, ships, every moveable 
object on earth would be irresistibly

The following interesting letter has 
been received from Agnes Rodli and 
Mildred James who recently went to 
Alaska to work for the Lord: 

“After a week of travel by ship, train, 
and plane, we arrived safely in Mc 
Grath the Lith of August, thanking the 
Lord for a safe and enjoyable trip. Mc 
Grath is the central air base of Alaska, 
and though only a very small town, it 
is growing fast because of its import- 
ance to the territory. Brother and Sis- 
ter Teeter established the work here 
about three or four years ago coming 
from the Oregon District. There is a 
fine little church building and Sunday 
school, but at best it has been a slow 
growth because of the hardness of the 
people. The Teeters have been on a 
moose hunt, securing a winter's supply 
of meat. In their absence we have been 
taking charge of the church services as 
well as looking after their property, 
which means mostly caring for their 
nine malemutes. A person's dogs in in- 
terior Alaska are his most valuable pos- 
sessions as they mean their transporta- 
tion in the winter—the only means in 
the winter, except by plane, which, of 
course, the average person does not own. 
Brother and Sister Teeter are able to do 
considerable gospel work by dog team 
during the winter months, visiting the 
surrounding villages and fish camps as 
well as the trappers far off the beaten 
tracks. 

“Our stay here, however, is only tem- 

rary. We expect to leave within a 
ew days for Nicolai, an Indian village 
about 50 miles up river. The Teeters 
will take us in their boat, plus our win- 
ter’s supply of groceries, as we will have 
no way of coming out until spring, and 
Nicolai does not have either a store or 
a post office. There has never been a 
school in the village. The Office of 
Indian Affairs says it cannot send a 
teacher in before 1950. if then; so ours 
is the task of teaching the three R’s as 
well as bringing the gospel. The Rus- 
sian Orthodox people who came into 
Nicolai about a century ago, have left 
traces of their religion, but the villagers 
themselves are none the better for it 
as they know nothing yet of Jesus and 
His power to save. Theirs is a life of 
darkness and superstition, and many of 
them are sick and bound to drink. Do 
pray with us that the Lord will grant 
of His wisdom and grace as we work 
among them. The battle is not ours but 
the Lord's! 

_ “Last Friday we received two boxes 
‘from the North Sacramento district. 
God bless the W.M.C. and their work! 
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What a thrill we had opening them, and 
how we appreciate the things which 
were sent, the much needed blanket 
sheets and towels as well as clothing. 
We do want to say a sincere thank you 
to all who had a part. 

“With regard to a Christmas box, we 
would appreciate gifts for our children, 
It would Ke well to remind those inter- 
ested in sending gifts that none of these 
children can read or write so there 
would be no need for books past first 
or second grade reading. This would 
also hold true with regard to games. 
We could well use muts, candy, pop- 
corn, and dried fruits for adults as well 
as for our boys and girls. The entire 
village numbers about 60. Anything 
mailed to us should be sent as soon as 
possible as we will get our mail only 
as Brother and Sister Teeter are able 
to come to Nicolai with their dog team. 
At best it won't be often as the trip 
takes two and a half days each way 
and they must be here weekends for 
their Sunday services. We expect the 
freeze-up the first of October so it 
may be that they will find snow-travel 
good in November and will make the 
trip.

We may not be able to make con- 
nections. But we do covet vour pray-
